HOW  LATE  CAN  YOU  PLANT  ? 

This  is  the  question  that  comes  up  every  spring,  during  the  month  of  April,  after 
the  first  few  warm  days  have  come  and  made  the  buds  swell.  The  important  rule  to 
remember  in  transplanting  trees,  shrubs  and  plants  of  all  sorts  is  that  the  stock  should 
be  dormant.  Dormant  stock  can  be  planted  with  safety  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  even  late  in  the  spring,  although,  of  course,  the  later  one  plants  the  shorter 
the  growing  season,  but  as  long  as  the  results  are  successful  each  planter  should  remem- 
ber that  he  is  gaining  a year’s  growth  over  waiting  until  fall.  We  keep  our  stock 
dormant  by  special  methods,  until  late  in  May,  and  as  long  as  ^\e  accept  orders, 
our  customers  may  rely  upon  our  making  good  any  losses  that  arise  in  error 
of  judgment  on  this  point.  Last  year  our  stock  was  dormant  and  we  shipped  until 
the  28th  of  May.
